Much might said favor the Weller plan, 
sure; judged its fruits, seems have worked rather 
well the case young Sammie; but then Sammie— 
even his father would probably admit—was rather 
extraordinary child. 

Here the truth seems lie—in the golden mean. The 
teacher must more than recitation fiend, more than 
question machine. must guide and stimulate and 
mould his pupils, and must teach them how think; 
but must careful not overdo things, and must 
never their thinking for them.

every good military school; and the desirable traits 
character which military training unquestionably fos- 


ters can brought into play without the presence the 
drill master and the bugle call. 
The Christian Brothers—certainly specialists the 
training boys—have not committed themselves defi- 
nitely either type school. They maintain military 
academies, Clason Point, New York; and they main- 
tain the other type boarding school, St. Joseph’s 
Academy Berkeley, California. Behind their procedure 
lies the wisdom experience. 


Will the indiscrim- 
inate admirers the moving pictures educational 
force kindly see the current cinema production 
“The Scarlet The novel, Hawthorne left it, 
great moral document driving home with relentless 
force and artistic reticence the great truth that every sin 
brings its inexorable punishment. who reads gets 
very definite impression that Arthur Dimmesdale did 
great wrong and that spent the rest his lite pay- 
ing for it. But who sees the story the movies 
permitted lay more flattering unction his soul. 
cannot escape the conviction that Arthur and Hester were 
rather nice their way and that, matter what they 
did, they are fairly admirable persons since they succeeded 
“getting by.” just this denatured morality that 
constitutes the gravest menace the silent drama. And, 
incidentally, the happy ending the case story like 
“The Scarlet Letter” emphatically bad art. any 
rate, whatever do, let not think that when the 
children the movies see the screen productions 
“King Lear,” “Felix Holt” and “The Scarlet Letter,” 
they become familiar with Shakespeare, George Eliot and 
Hawthorne.

character, that the man what 
his political habits are; and hence the necessity giving 
the training the will prominent place among educa- 
tional problems. the solution many such problems 
the shortest and sometimes the only way. Let child 
learn how say when feels like saying yes, and 
has learned one the profoundest léssons the conduct 
life. 

Nobody can secure strength will simply sitting 
down and wishing for it—not even kneeling down and 
praying for it. And nobody can develop overnight. 
comes, bodily vigor comes, slowly and gradually and 
the result exercise. learn will willing, pre- 
cisely learn swim swimming. just here 
that the teacher, the educator, must find the inspiration 
guide him his efforts develop the will power his 
pupils. will succeed the task proportion 
leads the children exercise their volitional activities reg- 
ularly, consciously, systematically. 

Two general views obtain the most efficient method 
exercising the will. One opinion—admirably expressed 
Father Barrett his excellent and stimulating book, 
“Strength volitional gymnastics; the 
other opinion favors exercise will through ordinary 
daily work. Believers volitional gymnastics tell that 
the will best developed being put through carefully 
gradated course exercises that have volitional develop- 
ment their sole aim; practical, utilitarian element 
must enter into them, any more than should enter into 
the exercises the physical gymnasium. They insist that 
best results are secured having the subjects resolve 
certain useless, even absurd things, and then carry out 
the resolutions painstakingly and faithfully. count one 
hundred slowly several times, put matches one one 
into box, stand perfectly still for ten minutes, con- 
tinue getting and off chair for quarter hour, 
are specimens volitional gymnastics recommended. 

The advocates volitional development through work 
maintain, the other hand, that best results are secured 
exercising the will connection with the ordinary, 
practical affairs daily life; that force oneself rise 
promptly, set about household task when feel like 
loafing, run errand when are more inclinel re- 
main the house and remain the house when 
have wish abroad, read systematically and in- 
tensively when feel more like skimming and browsing, 
fight distractions during study and prayer, cultivate 
acts courtesy and charity when our inclinations run the 
other way, inhibit the clever epigram that tickles the 
tip our tongue, afford the most helpful and natural op- 
portunities make the will active, vigorous and efficient. 

While freely granting the beneficial effects volitional 
gymnastics, especially the case grown men and wom- 
who find themselves lacking volitional force, 
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convinced that the second method better adapted 
classroom needs and the training children. 
tional development mainly matter forming desir- 
able habits, and seems clear that children form habits 
more promptly and retain them more permanently when 
the process formation carried connection with 
the commonplace events and duties daily life. 
possible, too, that the gymnastic method tends produce 
excessive self-consciousness the growing mind, that 
acts the character disastrously excessive solici- 
tude about digestion acts the physical well being the 
health crank scrupulosity affects the spiritual devel- 
opment the novice the religious life. any rate, 
this paper written with the conviction that while vo- 
litional gymnastics may occasionally called into play, 
the will training children should carried con- 
nection with the daily duties home and school and 
should not have strength will its exclusive even 
dominant end and motive. 

Strength will most valuable by-product the 
exercise Christian mortification. The boy who delays 
taking drink water when thirsty who denies 
himself candy during Lent is, think, developing volitional 
moving set books from one side the room the 
other with ulterior aim but the discipline involved. 
The consistent Catholic, indeed, unless performs his 
duty through lifeless routine, finds opportunity for mortifi- 
cation, and consequently for exercise volitional power, 
almost every moment the day. The ten command- 
ments involve splendid exercises will—which the main 
reason why many men fail observe them. And the 
evangelical counsels are “hard sayings” because they make 
special demands volitional force. When children enter 
upon practical correlation will power with the duties 
the Christian life they are beginning grow alike 
holiness and strength will. 

helpful counsel children—and for that matter 
adults—is this: “Every day something you don’t feel 
like doing, and every day refrain from doing something 
that you feel like doing.” This recipe, faithfully fol- 
lowed day after day for considerable time, certain 
result invigorating the power will. Its best 
effects will secured the objects the active will 
and the inhibition selected with view their increas- 
ing difficulty—if today act things.a little more diffi- 
cult than those involved yesterday’s task, and tomor- 
row try something little harder still. This, 
noted, the method followed the saints who rose 
the heights prayer and heroic mortification. 

are helping the children develop their power 
will when encourage them habits regularity 
study, have set time for the preparation their les- 
sons and follow study plan. The student who, 
matter what may his promptings act otherwise, 
makes careful preliminary forecast the composition 
going write, and then rigidly adheres that plan 
the actual writing, will not only produce coherent theme, 
but will form habits connected thought, and will exer- 
cise his volitional powers very considerable extent. 
The teacher helps his pupils the direction strength 
will when induces them practice the set exercises, 
matter how distasteful, and resist the temptation 
premature improvisation; and does the teacher type- 
writing when leads his charges follow the directions 
the manual page page instead transcribing hum- 
anecdotes and composing original poetry. 

Not the least value athletic sports competive 
nature the will training which they involve. That train- 
ing secured, not the actual contest, but the pre- 
liminary work. Very little demand made the voli- 
tional energy the players during the annual football 
game with the rival college when the bands are playing 
and the rooters are singing and the grandstand crowded 
with waving pennants and shining faces; under such cir- 
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cumstances the possessor the flabbiest will conceivable 
potential hero. But the long and arduous season 
training, when the candidates for the team must bear 
under the reproaches the coach and the indifference 
the empty grandstand and the rigor training rules, 
the will strengthened and disciplined. for this rea- 
son that many students possible should induced 
train for the contest, even though most them have 
but slim chances being selected play the final 
glorious game. 

Teachers, especially religious teachers, should guard 
against forming the pupils the habit blind obedience 
unbroken series rigid rules. That procedure tends 
deaden, not strengthen, the will; may produce dog- 
gedness, but not will power, which very different thing. 
Let the children ,even the very young children, have 
considerable degree initiative; let them learn, not mere- 
what they ought do, but choose what 
they ought do. The machine upon which this 
moment writing perfect condition and responds 
promptly and accurately the touch fingers, but 
not exercising will power for the reason that has 
freedom choice. the children should given 
the opportunity choosing aright, and that involves the 
liability making mistakes. objected that such 
course action will expose them danger, the obvious 
answer that they will never learn how will unless 
they are exposed danger. Besides, that God’s way. 
loves with everlasting love, yearns for 
with divine, infinite yearning, wills not that even 
the least should perish; and yet permits 
exposed the gravest dangers during all our earthly 
years. pray not,” our Lord addressed His Heavenly 
Father the eve His Passion, “that thou shouldst take 
them out the world danger and tempta- 
tion—“but that thou shouldst keep them from evil.” 

From time time all classes the children should re- 
ceive, according the degree their maturity, plain, 
practical talk the nature the will, its importance 
and the most helpful means developing it. They 
should shown that the only real success, any plane 
life, the success that comes from the exercise 
tional power. They should told that knowledge 
worth only far tends produce the learner 
enlightened will, and that the aim all our striving 
must unite our human wills with the divine will. 
They should warned against mistaking stubbornness 
for strength will, and reminded that often the stubborn 
person really too weak willed change his mind. And, 
tactfully and according their needs, they should en- 
lightened concerning the most common diseases will 
such impulsiveness, flabbiness and inconstancy. Above 
all, they must brought realize that will power can 
developed only through exercise and dependent the 
formation right habits. 

Developed through exercise, the will stimulated ex- 
ample. The children must come recognize that great 
men—scholars, sages, heroes, artists, saints—have been in- 
variably great strength will, without which natural 
gifts body mind are rather handicaps than helps. 
They must see the great works man—in empires, 
buildings, laws, books, explorations and discover- 
ies, inventions and scientific progress—the embodiment 
masterful human wills. 

And, finally, there example the teacher himself. 
will preach vain does not practice; will 
never form right habits willing his pupils lacks 
those habits his own character. “The weak will man,” 
says writer The Irish Eccleciastical Record, “if au- 
thority, mistakes passion for power, and tries bully and 
coerce with kind insane obstinacy.

Physical Training Versus Military Training. 


Randall Warden, Director Physical Training, 
Newark, 

One should hesitate talk these subjects unless 
knows experience what meant each, and the value 
derived from each kind training. Congressmen 
and military experts are expressing opinions for against 
one the other these subjects—opinions which are 
questionable, because these men know nothing the con- 
ditions under which, the present time, military training 
physical training must given our great public 
school systems. 

was good fortune educated Boston, where 
the elementary schools had daily lessons Swedish 
exercises. was fortunate, too, being brought 
the Young Men’s Christian Association under the famous 
Robert Roberts. was Boston that learned mili- 
tary drill. you know, this training continues the 
prescribed physical exercise for Boston high school boys. 
These things tell you sort credential for right 
speak the assigned topic. 

Just now our country trying get back ancient 
principle—namely, that one the elements education 
means training the youth the land for national defense. 
The idea started two thousand years ago, and what true 
physical education means the last analysis. 

The two questions therefore arise, what kind physical 
training best make national defenders America’s 
school children and how shall this training accom- 
plished? Can best done offering physical training 
the pupils, giving them practice military drill? 

wise thing argumentation clearly define 
terms. must understand each other when speak 
physical training military training. Both terms 
are indefinite the north pole. Physical training 
often made farce, and affirm that miiltary drill will 
make soldier insult the uniform. Military drill, 
such the usual platoon and company evolutions 
“four’s right,” “four’s left the line,” “right forward 
four’s right,” given the school, say two periods week, 
puerile and useless training toward making sol- 
dier could well foisted already sorely confused 
city scholar; and the same token, physical training, 
meaning exercises the classrooms, moving arms, bend- 
ing trunk, raising legs, often just puerile and useless 
and fraudulent the endeavor make soldier teach- 
ing smattering tactics. 

Let interrupt here speak about the present status 
physical training our common seems un- 
believable that most our public school systems have as- 
signed the curricula but fifteen minutes day for physi- 
cal training, when conceded that the product the 
schools should be, say the least, able-bodied, well-set-up 
citizens. When one realizes that this time (fifteen min- 
utes), put terms days totals the entire school 
year about forty-eight hours, one overcome with 
astonishment. Think business men countenancing 
outlay money such paltry subject physical train- 
ing must be, when can mastered forty-eight hours 
year. Can physical training any good for the pupil 
where the instruction covers period forty-eight hours 
during the year? fifteen minutes day long enough 
time develop delicate adjustments the neutral mus- 
cular centers, motor and sensory nerves, circulation and 
metabolism? Can curvature the spine corrected 
the pupil fifteen minutes’ daily practice? Will fifteen 
minutes’ training help anemia, flat foot, chicken breast, 
lumbar curve? 

There fallacy exploded the public the edu- 
cators think that two days year will correct any postural 
defect, and the field physical training infinitely larger 
than mere correction physical defect. covers exer- 
cise which will acquire and keep health and courage, 
dosage that will give symmetry the body and develop 
strength and endurance, which shall make deciding 
plea. And here shall not maintain that not need 
soldiers; the contrary, insist that do, but the 
thought nation trying make seasoned campaigners 
regulars out immature school boys absurd that 
astonishing that anyone should consider seriously. 
Even the attempt prepare boys that they can, after 
few weeks’ training, take their places the ranks ‘of the 
standing army, unreasonable and lacking common 
sense. is, however, perfectly proper that boys, after 
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they reach the age eighteen, should required take 
military training. this time life, boys are strong 
enough body and mature enough mind absorb 
some the training which may given them, but 
before this time absurd try develop soldiers 
and have them remember instructions would 
insist that given course medicine the 
elementary high school that they could cure them- 
selves diphtheria malaria. 

Soldiering mature science and requires fully de- 
veloped bodies and mental and physical self-control. The 
smattering the science that might given under- 
age pupils will more harm than good. This has been 
proved the experience nations now the throes 
warfare. Both Germany and France have different 
times required military training their public schools.

Military training needs first foundation good health 
and sturdy muscular development, and this can best 
given the gymnasium class work the floor, under 
the direction competent instructor; turning 
heavy apparatus, led magnetic leaders; through the 
stimulus competition climbing ropes and poles and 
ladders; strife individual games; the competition 
the athletic field; and the influence the coach our 
pastimes baseball, football and swimming. 

Boston, the oldest city this country provide 
military training the high schools, you will find the 
training narrow and lacking the elements physical 
velopment. The course teaches best the 
arms, the school the soldier, the company, and the 
battalion. There practice real shooting, prac- 
tice very little signaling, camping, marching, 
except around the auditorium, training the carrying 
luggage, and what little phyiscal development given 
comes from carrying gun, which for the greater part 
the time carried the right shoulder. 

This training undoubted value disciplinary 
measure, teaches patriotism some extent, and ef- 
fective training careless individuals work together 
for the sake the personal appearance the company. 
These are strong recommendations for the subject, but 
the other hand the gymnastic class under the proper teach- 
ing becomes just strong disciplinary measure and 
teaches quite much the necessity for individuals work- 
ing together for the accomplishment given result 
when the orders come from The officers the 
company perhaps have advantage that they get 


valuable training self-reliance, judgment, tact, dignity, 


and self-control. But here again, only the fittest are 
chosen officers, and they would distinct any line 
endeavor. So, too, the gymnasium floor, the squad 
leader, while not having the advantage the sword and 
uniform, may become quite efficient leader men 
his more imposing brother. 

Let take directly the advantages physical train- 
ing over military training. The growing boy, from twelve 
sixteen, in, say, the adolescent stage. This means 
the formative period his career. needs 
learn wide range subjects. the plastic time his 
life. the time when educators develop his powers 
reasoning and the time when the school should look 
out for the decelopment his physical powers. This, un- 
fortunately, has not been fully realized except some 
private schools. The public elementary and high schools 
must brought realize that their first duty lies 
building strong foundation for mental poise and effort. 
are failing this with the present means 

What needed thorough course physical train- 
ing with least 150 minutes week devoted it. 
should include, besides the gymnasium work, the teaching 
swimming and training the athletic field. After 
boy has had elementary school and high school 
course this, let the military organizations the coun- 
try use such material this will make construct the 
finest army the world.

marked the agreement experts questions 
relating clothing and textiles expressed answers 
the Bureau Education’s questionaire that sum- 
ming the special points they emphasize may be. 
value teachers. This summary may regarded 
indicating the trend household arts courses the 
present time, spite the wide diversity practice 
that still prevails. 

Crocheting 

The questions relative the planning household 
arts courses began follows: “Please state the age 
which you would advocate instruction 
handwork, such crocheting.” 

The answers quoted below indicate independence 
thought and the conviction experience. All are ap- 
parently agreed upon the purpose giving instruction 
crocheting expressed the first answer. 

“Coarse crocheting good preface needlework, 
and gives excellent drill motor control and manipu- 
lation.” 

“Young children four and five crocheting 
Europe, and there reason why our children could 
not it.” 

“Crocheting worsted and coarse materials sec- 
ond and third grades.” 

“Crocheting fourth grade.” 

“Crocheting with yarn may taught children 
eight nine years.” 

“Crocheting can begun early grade four 
five, with foreign children especially. Whether should 
offered study would depend the supervisor’s 
ability weigh the relative worth studies relation 
particular situation.” 

The last writer quoted points the care that must 
used giving crocheting place the course. Another 
goes far altogether question its educational 
value. 

“Handwork, such crocheting, should given only 
incidentally where necessary occupy time and use 
odd moments. There too little educational value 
use main part the regular course.” 

That crocheting has incidental place the course 
indicated this reply: 

“In any grade where garments are made, simple cro- 
cheting could introduced trimming.” 

Hand Sewing 

second question read: “Please state the age 
grade which you would advocate instruction hand 
sewing.” 

That sewing should begin simple articles coarse 
material, with large stitches, indicated every one 
the replies: 

“Hand sewing large stitches may begin the sec- 
ond third grade, but any formal course should 
not begun before the fifth grade the earliest.” 

“Simple hand sewing could introduced the pri- 
mary grades and intermediate grades.” 

“Hand sewing can begun the first grade even 
the kindergarten. Accuracy should not empha- 
sized until about the second half the fourth grade.” 

“Hand sewing coarse materials the fourth grade, 
the finer materials the fifth grade, and from there 
thru the course; machine sewing the sixth grade 
and up; pattern making very simple form the 
fifth grade, but very little before the high school; com- 
mercial patterns from the fifth grade up.” 

“When the girls are ten eleven years old they may 
use fine thread. nine ten years age child 

should taught sewing and begin the use the sew- 
ing machine eleven twelve years, depending 
the size the girl. 
Making Dresses 
The next inquiry brought forth discussion when 


girl should learn make dresses. That there may 
some distinction between course which girl 
learns make simple dress and formal dressmaking 
course apparent. That the simple dress can made 
the eighth grade not questioned. 

“Some elementary dressmaking should done the 
eighth grade, but course dressmaking would prob- 
ably come the upper grades the high school.” 

“In grade eight the sewing should take the form 
the making wash dresses and simple millinery, 
well some objects involving beauty which should 
worked out with the teacher art (as indeed the art 
teacher should have intimate relation all textile prob- 
lems from the beginning).” 

“Dressmaking for themselves the form simple 
one-piece dresses may done successfully the sixth 
grade and above, the more elaborate dresses the 
eighth grade (but still simple), and real dressmaking 
the high school; costume reduced its lowest terms 
may given satisfactorily the eighth the 
elaboration coming the high school.” 

“The making simple dresses can the 
grade work. Costume design seems 
least high school subject.” 

“Dressmaking, defined ability make dresses, 
high school, the second year; simply the small gar- 
ments dresses girls, can begun early 
the seventh eighth grade. believe that all the 
home economic subjects can adapted even the 
lower grades, but technical specialization another mat- 
ter, millinery, costume design, etc.” 

“Real dressmaking may started the first sec- 
ond years the high school. Children eleven 
twelve will grasp the use commercial patterns 
they can work independently this age with simple 
patterns. Simple wash dresses may taught girls 
fourteen years, but more difficult dressmaking must 
wait for the high school. Fundamental principles cos- 
tume design may taught low the elementary 
school, but really original designs cannot expected 
until least the senior year the high school.” 

“Drafting patterns should have little emphasis 
any place the public schools, and when used should 
chiefly for the sake gaining idea correct 
proportions for the better use the commercial pat- 
tern for the sake learning the cutting sleeve 
simple garment without pattern.” 

Teaching Millinery 

question relating the teaching millinery and 
costume design brought forth singularly unanimous 
statements. only one case was the trimming 
hats suggested for grade work. those schools where 
the girls not continue the high school course such 
work the grades might seem desirable. 

“Millinery has its chief place the high school.” 

“Millinery should come about the same time dress- 
making.” 

“The trimming and retrimming hats can grade 
work. Making frames and the more elaborate millinery 
does not seem grade work. may included 
the high school course. think only limited amount 
practical, certainly not very vital subject.” 

“Millinery fits into the ninth year and above that.” 

“Dressmaking, costume design, millinery and textiles 
may well given the second year high school.” 

“Costume design and millinery should correlated 
with design and should come late the course.” 

“Costume design should precede parallel dress- 
making.” 

“Embroidery and design should taught from the 
very beginning.” 

Study Textiles 

The place textile study the schools led dis- 
cussion particular interest, and the replies are rather 
fully quoted: 

“In general difficult specify any particular 
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place where any kind should taught, be- 
cause conditions vary with the needs the children, 
with their former training, and with the method the 
teacher. The connotation such terms are used 
varies with each person using them. Textiles, for in- 
stance, some means elaborate and more less 
study, while others the simple work given 
the second grade choosing colors, working out 
simple kind design, and weaving holder, part 
textiles.” 

“Some study textiles should started the 
lower grades and continue thru the high school, where 


the subject pursued connection with chemistry.” 

“Textiles should continuous subject taught 
connection with sewing.” 

“The study textiles simple way should be- 
gun early the grades, letting the work develop slowly 
with the study clothing and sewing.” 

“The study textiles should taught soon 
work sewing done. The instability material, 
price, wear, should emphasized. The simple 
history textile fibers may given the grades. 
More elaborate work this kind seems belong rather 
the high school.” 


METHODS AND DEVICES PRIMARY NUMBER WORK 


Anaa Sinclair, Ohio 


Since the chief aim primary number work 
secure rapid and accurate mental calculations, the ques- 
tion once arises, “How can this accomplished, and 
what are the best means with which accomplish it?” 

Such devices and methods should used are most 
interesting and attractive children. The average 
child has aequired considerable number information 
his experience previous his entrance school. 
make use objects, therefore, which are familiar 
the child, makes understanding easy for him and teach- 
ing pleasure the teacher. 


FIRST YEAR WORK 

The work the first year comprises recognizing, 
reading, and writing numbers from 100 the 
Arabic system, and from Roman; the various 
combinations and operations from addition, 
subtraction, multiplication, and division; measurements 
such gill, pint, quart, gallon, inch, foot, and yard. 

First, each figure placed upon the board and the 
name it, not already known, taught. Then 
blocks balls are placed opposite the num- 
ber showing just what that number means. 

All number facts should first developed objectively, 
starting with the very simplest combinations 
blocks, toothpicks, beans may handled the 
children making these combinations. 

The use perception cards which the results are 
memorized invaluable, does away with counting 
fingers and other objectionable means which the child 
uses. After becomes proficient the use these 
the case may be. The making such cards 
very simple matter, requiring only some card board and 
crayon. Such cards laundrymen use putting 
their packages are admirably suited for this purpose.

DRAWING BIRDS 


The birds are with again. Their beauty form 
and color and song greets all sides. Teachers 
should every way encourage the joy nature.

The media best adapted bird drawing are crayon, 
ink silhouette with without touch color, water 
color, and paper cutting. The setting should merely 
sufficient show the natural habitat the bird and 
correlate with the landscape work the grade. 

The study birds should lead some practical de- 
sign. Fifth and sixth grade children enjoy making plant 
sticks, using the bird the motive. These can made 
pasteboard fastened the stick and colored both 
sides. the upper grades bird can used the 
motive design for cross stitch patterns any con- 
struction problem upon which the pupils may work- 
ing the time.

1876. Previous

country was chiefly

Italy. From forty fifty years ago American sculp- 
tors began turn away from doing Greek and Italian 
pieces and began creative work representative 
the spirit our new nation. Among these Augustus 
Saint Gaudens occupies leading place, not the lead- 
ing position among sculptor artists.

Neither 
physical facts nor 
facts costume are 
palliated adorn- 
ed, and the figure 
idealized only 
refinement and 
breadth 
treatment. This 
‘Lincoln,’ 
firmly planted feet, 
his erect body, and 
his 
ders, stands 
man accustomed 
face people and 
sway them his 
will, while the 
drooped 
head and the quiet, 
yet not passive, 
hands 
meditativeness, the self-control, the conscientiousness 
the philosopher who reflected well before spoke; 
the moralist who realized the full the responsi- 
bility utterance. The dignity the man and his 
simplicity; his strength, his inflexibility and his tender- 
ness; his goodness and his courage; his intellectual con- 
fidence and his humility soul; the poetic cast his 
thought, the homely rigor his manner, and the under- 
lying sadness his spirit—all these may read 
the wonderfully real yet ideal portrait which the sculp- 
tor has created.” 

The broad structure forming the basis the statue 
rests upon slight rise ground and backed 
trees, shown the picture. This massive stone 
platform feet wide feet length, upon 
which rests massive pedestal bearing the statue. The 
base flanked large globes bronze, the walls bear- 
ing portrait inscriptions the lettering which 
constant feature Mr. Saint Gaudens’ decorations. 
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One inscription reads: “With malice toward none, with 


charity for all, with firmness the right, God gives 


know the right, let strive on.” The opposite 
wall bears the quotation taken from Mr. Lincoln’s 
Cooper Union speech 1860: “Let have faith that 
right makes might, and that faith let the end 
dare our duty understand it.” The critics 
sculpture testify the greatness and honest work- 
manship this Lincoln statue. said that the 
workmanship will canon and guide for genera- 
tions sculptors come. 

“Strange says Lorado Taft, “that this quiet 
figure, which lifts not hand nor even looks you, 
should have within power thrill which denied 
the most dramatic works planned expressly for emo- 
tional appeal.” 

The editor the Century Magazine has said that the 
Lincoln statue monument which the most pre- 
cious the country possesses; which not only our best 
likeness Abraham Lincoln but our finest work 
monumental art.

THE ARTIST 


Augustus Saint Gaudens, tho American training 
and adoption, was born Dublin, Ireland, March 
1848. His father was shoemaker trade and was 
native southern France, coming from the vicinity 
the town Saint Gaudens, located among the spurs 
the Pyrenees. His mother was native Irish woman 
Dublin, whose maiden name was Mary McGuinness. 
The family came this country while Augustus, the 
third child, was infant, and after remaining few 
months Boston established their home New York 
City. The boy attended school New York City un- 
til was thirteen years age, when went work 


apprentice with cameo-cutter named Avet. 
worked with this man for three years, the end 
which time found employment with shell-cameo 
cutter named Breton, with whom remained for 
another period three years. During all the six 
years that was working the wheel cutting cameos 
studied drawing night. During the first four years 
this time studied the Cooper Union; the last 


two years spent the life classes the National 
Academy Design. 


will seen from the foregoing that during the 
years when most boys are enjoying the sports and 
pastimes youth, Augustus Saint Gaudens was en- 
gaged the serious and. exacting tasks life work. 
Then, when reached the age twenty, about the 
time the average man begins his special studies, the 
preparation for life work, this youth 
grounded all the essentials his profession. 
was already master low relief work. His double 
training relief work and drawing had made Augus- 
tus Saint Gaudens ready achieve masterful work 
art sculpture. his long apprenticeship had learned 
the unforgetable lesson systematic industry—of put- 
ting many hours day physical work. But 
Saint Gaudens had something more than the habit 
industry, something more than clever fingers, keen eyes, 
powerful mind: had the genius the artist. 
did not realize all the power which lay dormant 
within him least had some idea his own abili- 
ties and knew clearly what desired. this time 
went Paris, where, after short period pre- 
paratory school, passed the studio Jouffroy. 
Here began his work with the figures, one them 
each week from life, strenuous competition with 
others, until acquired facility that was almost in- 
credible. Saint Gaudens had the alphabet his art 
well learned when his student days ended after three 
years’ work Paris. During that time had his 
companions some famous men artistic genius, who 
had their influence upon him. 1870 went from 
Paris Italy, there spend another three years 
seeing and profiting. During the three years Rome 
Mr. Saint Gaudens executed two statues, entitled “Hia- 
watha” and “Silence.” returned the United States 
1874, and from that time his work was America, 
America and for America. 1881 finished his 
first really great achievement, statue Admiral Far- 
ragut. This work quickly placed Saint Gaudens the 
head the sculpture artists this country. 

The next notable figure which Saint Gaudens produced 
after that Lincoln was Chapin” Spring- 
field, Mass., grim-visaged old Puritan with Bible 
hand, striding sturdily from the meeting house. 
Later produced Memorial statues Dr. McCosh and 
Dr. Bellows. this work introduced form 
portraiture that won the admiration both artists and 
the public. produced also some work ideal 
nature such “Amor Caritas,” and figure variously 
Mrs. Adams. The monument Rock Creek Ceme- 
tery, Washington, Garfield Memorial Fair- 
mount Park, Philadelphia, is-an interesting and popular 
production, the Logan Equestrian statue Chi- 
cago. The Shaw Memorial Boston one the 
greatest and most original all Saint Gaudens 
works. Colonel Shaw was gallant young officer se- 
lected by. the Governor Massachusetts lead the 
first regiment colored troops organized that state 
during the civil war. was killed the attack upon 


‘Fort Wagner 1863. The Equestrian statue Gen- 


eral Sherman, which stands Central Park, New 
York, another figure ranking among the great works 
the artist. This was unveiled Central Park 
Memorial day 1903. 

has been said that Saint Gaudens could more 
things well than any other American sculptor, and that 
had wider range practical ideals. 

Mr. Saint Gaudens died his home Cornish, New 
Hampshire, August 1907.

The declaration war with Germany has stimulated 
great interest farming and gardening. nation-wide 
utilization idle lands has been taken public and 
private agencies. The National Emergency Food Garden 
commission tells through its president how “the mayors 
over two hundred towns and cities have already issued 
proclamations, statements, urging the people plant 
vegetable food-gardens back lots, front lots, and vacant 
Railroads have offered the use land along their 
rights-of-way. The Boy Scouts are cultivating home gar- 


dens, and have slogan: “Every Scout feed soldier.” 


The boys and girls the Woodcraft League are forming 
potato clnubs, with “the hoe behind the flag” their ral- 
lying-cry. Mr. Marsden Scott, president the In- 
ternational Typographical Union, calls upon everybody 
join the “Plant-an-Acre Army.” But children and un- 
trained older people, however, industrious they may be, 
cannot expect accomplish much without constant indus- 
try and knowledge soils, fertilizers, tillage, and proper 
selection varieties vegetables.

Something approximating the “Red Cross” courses 
first aid, now being given many parts the country, 
might well included the curriculum our schools. 
That there earnest demand the part the public 
for such knowledge evidenced the department de- 
voted “Health Hints” many our newspapers 
and journals. the April issue “The Red Cross Maga- 
gine” especially good article the subject “The 
Treatment Special Wounds and Bites” which reads 
part follows: 

ninety-nine cases out hundred all that neces- 
sary stop wound from bleeding exposure the air 
the pressure the dressing applied. Knowing this, 
don’t become alarmed the sight blood. Don’t be- 
come flustered and hurried. the pressure the wound 
dressing does not check the flow, check yourself with 
tourniquet. 

tourniquet, simply band strap any material 
that happens convenient bandage cloth, neck- 
tie, handkerchief, towel) twisted tightly enough 
press hard pad and stop the vein artery underneath 
from flowing into the wound. The pad may stone, 
cork, watch—anything solid and convenient size— 
wrapped cloth paper prevent from bruising 
the skin. The principle simple: set your heel gar- 
den hose and you stop the flow water from the nozzle. 

“Any doctor any nurse can show you half minute 
less how apply tourniquet. Or, for that matter, con- 
sult any date policeman. The patrolman’s club and 
its buckskin thong have many time done tourniquet duty 
while the ambulance surgeons were the way.

When once the bleed- 
ing has ceased the injured person should remain quiet, 
any movement may dislodge the clot and start again. 
See that the patient gets plenty good air, cover him 
warmly and put hot bottles around him they can ob- 
tained. Naturally, stimulants increase the force the 
heart, they are undesirable; but sometimes the injured 
person becomes weak that absolutely necessary 
give them prevent him from dying. Whenever possible, 
always avoid doing until the bleeding has been checked 
some mechanical means. One-half teaspoonful 
spoonful whisky are good stimulants. 

“When patient state collapse from loss 
blood his death may often prevented forcing the 
blood into the body from the limbs.
